AST Sunday Te Deum was Sung here 
under a triple Salvo of Cannon and Small 
Arms, for the Victory at Lu%ara. We 
hear that 2eco Men of the Troops of 
Wolfenbuttel are arriv’d in Tirol on their 
way tothe Army in Italy. The Regiments of Horfe 
in Hungary will be augmented each with 2 Troops, 
and fent into Italy likewife. they write from Mu- 
nich that the Elector of Bavaria has divided his 
Forces into two Bodies ; of which one is encamp’d 
near Ingolftad, and the other in Lerchenfeld ; but 

what he defigns is not yet certainly known.

Drefden, Sept. 6. We have juft now receiv’d in- 
telligence, that the Mufcovites are within 10 Miles 
of Riga : but they write from Warfaw. that they 
will march into Lithuania. 

Hamburg, Sept. 8. Letters from Poland fay that 
the King had caus'‘d a general Senatus Confilium to 
be held at Sendomir, in which it was refolv’d that 
all thofe who do not take up Arms to drive the 
Swedes out of Poland, fhall be declar’d Enemies of 
the State. That the Waywood of Kalifch, who 
was .fent on an Embaffy to the King of Sweden, 
was almoft Killd by the Nobility (who are Affem- 
bled in great numbers at Sendomir) on pretence that 
he was too well inclin’d to the Swedes, and had not 
executed his Commiffion faithfully ; but was with 
great difficulty taken out of their hands by the Way- 
wood of Sendomir and carried into his Tent. That 
the Saxon Army confifts at prefent of 16 or 18000 
Men, and that of the Crown with the Polith Nobi- 
lity is encreas’d to 50 or 60000 ; who have all en- 
gag’d to ftand by their King to the laft man : Mean 


nich ; from whence we conjecture that there is a 
Treaty in agitation berween the Emperor, the Ele- 
tor of Bavaria, and the Elector of Cologn. 

Liege, Sept. 8. We expect a Detachment of 10000 
Men to come hither in a few days from the Fr. Ar- 
my, Bread being already bak’d for them ; and ‘tis 
faid they are to encamp along the Mohaigne. Ad- 
vice is come, that 2 of our Parties have been defea- 
ted by the Walloon Regiment of Trogne in the Ser- 
vice of the States. Monfieur de Violenne is making 
Additions to the Strength of our Citadel : and the 
Secretary of Baron Simeoni (who is Envoy at Paris 
from our Elector) gives out, that he has Advice 
from the French Couit that a Garrifon of 20000 
Men are to Winter in this Place. 

Maeftricht, Sept. 9. The Garrifon of Srockem was 
brought hither two days ago; the Officer who 
commanded them has the liberty of the Town al- 
low’d him on his Parole, but the reft are imprifon’d. 
The Caftle of Stockem will be demolifhed, and a 
Lieutenant with a Detachment continues in the 
Town, to fee it done. 

Hague, Sept. 10. All our Advices from Flanders 
agree that the Spaniards and French have quitted 
their Enterprize againft Hulft ; and we are well 
affur’d that the Marquefs de Bedmar left behind him 
1000 Kill’d, and 500 Deferters, befides 80 Waggon- 
loads of Wounded that were carry’d off. "Tis faid 
the Trenches before Venlo will be open’d 150 Paces 
from the Town ; And that the Siege will be carry’d. 
on by 3 Attacks, one by Baron Obdam on his fide of 
the Maes againft the Caftle; and the 2 others on 
the other fide of the River, againft the Town. They 
write from the Hague on the 12th, that there were 
Letters come to fome private perfons, advifing That 
the Englifh and Dutch Fleet were actually before 
Cadiz.
